simple device has been developed 
the great generators which produce 
electricity today. But even though 
Faraday had invented a method of 
producing electricity, noone had 
found any use for it. 

By 1837,.Samuel Morse had _ in- 
vented the telegraph, and by 1876, 
Bell, a Canadian, had invented the 
telephone, and in 1879 Bruch had 
produced an arc lamp, and in this 
same year, 1879, probably the great- 
est stride of all was made-by Thom- 
as Edison, when he developed the 
first electric light bulb. 

Many of the people living today 
will remember Thomas Edison's 
invention, and this actually was the 
start of the use of electricity—just 
66 years ago. , 

But what, some of you might ask, 
is so important about Alternating 
Current and transformers? Without 
transformers. we could not step 
voltages up to the heights which 
are now used. The Calgary Power 
Company's main line from Ghost 
Plant to Edmonton, carries a volt- 
age of 132,000 volts, and there are 
others on the continent higher than 
this. 

It seems that electricity has de- 
manded courage and foresight in 
its application ro a greater extent 
than almost any other scientific 
development, and probably no- 
where is this more evident than in 
this province ~* *‘+erte and if I 
may say so, the Company which 
supplies you and the major art of 
Alberta with electricity, was not 
lacking in either foresight or cour- 
age when, in. 1909, the Calgary 
rower Company was formed anda 
by 1911 its first Hydro Plant was 
completed and put into operation. 
This Plant is still in operation and 
is known as the Horsehide Falls 
Plant. It is some 50 miles west of 
Calgary on the Bow River. Later, 
two other Plants were built along 
the Bow River, and still another at 
Banff, until a total of 91,000 Horse 
Power 
Hydro Plants alone, with addition- 
al power available.from Victoria 
Park Steam Plant at Calgary and a 
couple. small plants like Wain- 
wright and Brooks, add to this 
amount when necessary. 

In 1911, the only customer the 
Company had was the Canada 
Cement Co., at Exshaw, and by 
1913 the lines had been . extended 
until they were supplying the .City 
of Calgary and the Village of Coch- 
rane.
